A Blow To Unity 


HE decision of the U.F.A, to vote against 
T affiliation with any other political party 
comes as a sad-blow to the high hopes and aspira- 
tions for Wnity of Political Tarties in Alberta 
against a common opposition, Social Credit. The 
United Farmers’ Convention decided that the en- 
lity and independence of the U.F.A, party should 
be kept in the political field. 


While the complete support of the provincial 
U.F.A, organization is not given to Unity, indl- 
vidual members of the political body were given 
the sanction of ‘the convention to give and re- 
ceive co-operation with other. political organiza- 
tions in unified action. This is the cnly light, and 
i rather feeble one at that, which arose from the 
recent gathering, making the Unity effort in the 
Province more difficult. 


It is only through unified action on the. part 
of political parties; the amalgamation and absorp- 
tion of one party with another, that a truly rep- 
resentative body of legislators will appear in Ed- 
monton after the next election.. With only two 
parties in the field, the way is open for a good, 
clean, fight,-and may the best party win. There 
would ‘not be, indeed, there could not be, any 
“‘shannanigans” with only two parties in the 
election field The party with the largest major- 
ity would clearly have the greater percentage of 
the people behind. it. There would be no “bal- 
ance of power,” no alibis, and/no figures. to show 
that the government party, so elected, had" re- 
ceived only 40 per eent.of the votes. 


Improving on Nature 


OMINION employees are busily engaged these 


days in laying out plans and organizing fcr 
another. summer afield on projects. under the ‘Do- 
minion Rehabilitation and Conserv:tion of Water 
scheme, With headquarters in. Regina, over one 
hundred enyineeis are probing into the topo- 
graphy and structure of the soils in the dried-out 
areas of Saskatchewan and Alberta. Since the in- 
ception of the scheme, small dams have been 
erected and small crecks bucked up by the use of 
earth works. 


The whole plan is proceeding upon the theory 
that over 90 per cent of the moisture gained dur- 
ing the winter through snow falls is lost to the 
farmer. The snow, in the spring, is carried down 
through stall trickles to little streams and thence 
into large swamps, lakes or rivers. ‘To overcome 
this loss of moisture, dug-outs are being scooped 
out at strategic points, earth works and dams are 
being connected and waterways backed up. 
Trees too ure being planted in large numbers, and 
the farmers are heing urged to plant grasses in 
order to give the soi! the fibre which has not been 
lost through continuous cultivation. 


Let us hope that the work of: the engineers 
and scientists will work to the benefit of the 
south country, the prosperity of which districts Is 
necessary for a gencral prosperity of the Prov- 
ince, 


Japan’s Precarious Position 


APAN seems to be running into difficulties 
J in her war with China. She is now prepar- 
ing for a lengthy war, a contingency the existence 
«ef which she had nv conception when the first 
shot was fired which gave the men of the “Rising 
Sun” the chance to commit murder end pillory in 
their invasion of a peaceful country. After the 
Sino-Chinese struggle had progressed for about 
three weeks, the Japanese Diet, or parliament, 
held an emergency session and voted a sum of 
money reughly approximated at $20,000,000 for 
the continuance of the conflict. 

Word has recently been received that a fur- 
ther supplementary expenditure, in «ddition to the 
regular budget calling for %683,700,000, is being 
prepared. ‘The money, Finance Minister Kaya re- 
ports will be raised partly through increased 
taxation and mainly through the issue of bonds. 
The Japanese working class is not likely to take 
pleasure at the thought of having even more of 
their already meagre salaries taken for the con- 
tinuation of a war in which they have no imme- 
diate interest.

tions that are held in Alberta every year is aimaz- 
ing. I when I first come to this coun- 
iry many years ago saying in a rather superior 
way: “These people in Alberta seem to call a con- 
vention on the very slightest provocation.” After 
all these years | am quite prepared to own the 
value of many of these conventions. Up in Ed- 
monton last week a few, hundred farmers gati- 
cred together in convention, as delegates and as 
visitors, and the value of that week cannot be esti- 
mated in dollars and cents. The contacts that are 
made, and the friendships that are renewed, are 
2 souree of infinite pleasuresto many, 


To liear of the lengths many went to, to col- 
lect money to get there at all, was an inspiration, 
and in some instances very comical, 'Those United 
Farmers coming from the dried-out areas showed 
great resourcefulness in managing the where- 
withal. The Peace River delegates had bad roads 
-~and no roads-—-with which to contend. 

When all the delegates and visitors were 
assembled, there was a fund of stories to be ex- 
changed on “How I got here.” 

For two days the farmers assembled there 
debated on their future policy, a topic of far- 
The debate was of a very 
high standard. The delegates, those dirt farmers 
of Alberta and their helpmates, the homemakers 
of Alberta, contributed some excellent speeches, 
which could be compered favorably with the best 
you could find in any country. Constructive criti- 
cism was handed ovt in correct parliamentary 
language, but tempered with the spirit of toler- 
ance and the desiré that everyone should pull to- 
gether to help the less fortunate. 

There were old folk and young folk, and all 
had something to say, and rnost of it was decidedly 
worth hearing. 


Some faces were missing; for instance, one 
farmer who has spoken for many years at the 
yearly gatherings. He is old and very crippled. 
But, burning in his dead white fuce are two bright. 
eyes, indicative of the clear brain and fiery en- 
thusiasm which find expression in his contribu- 
tions to the stibject in debate. A notable contribu- 
tion this vear. was made by a yoong man—the 
son of a farmer 4nd proud of it—new studying at 
the University. He made a ten-minute speech 
which was frequently interrupted by outbursts of 
spontaneous applause. Such an organization must 
be of inestimable value, an organization which 
ean knit the young and old in common thought 
and argument. 


The United Farmers make a great contribu- 
tion to the rural life in Alberta. Their locals, 
where every farmer of any political thought is 
welcomed, and his problem taken up and studied 
with interest, cannot help bat be of value to com- 
munity life. The yearly. gatherings bring the 
Southern farmers in touch with these of the Nor- 
thern portion of Alberta, and the East with the 
West and so on—-each «istrict has its distinct prob- 
lems. These annual conventions also put quite a 
little money into circwWation, so much so that the 
cities of Edmonton and Calgary are very jealous 
of their turn to hold the convention in their re- 
spective confines. 


Sweden and Denmark are being held up, to 
the world as the show places of co-operative ef- 
fort. Co-operation is preached and practiced, and 
is successful, in these countries. Alberta may 
well be the next co-operative country: The co- 
operative efforts of the United Farmers are be- 
ginning to be a forcé in the commercial life of 
Alberta. If the farmers will only pool their buy- 
ing power in certain bulk commodities, they wiil 
have a few more dollars to spend on other things. 

Farmers are in a pecular position: they are 
laborers, but are called by many, with justifica- 
tion, “five-cent capitalists.” Union rules cannot 
help them, or their hired men. Emergencies arise 
on a farm that can turn the farmer’s day into one 
of 16 working hours and more—what can he do? 
He is a laborer, and a capitalist, who was in the 
past exploited by all. His present situation is 
extraordinary; he prodgces the largest part of 
the real wealth of Alberta, which apparently the 
world does not want, but. this real wealth forms 
the greatest part of the credit of Alberta, by 
which the Province can raise money by loans. 
The only solution of the farmers’ problem is to 
get together, and to stick together, and, with a 
common goal, that of a better life for all, mareh 
forward together as a united body—the united 
farmers of Alberta. 


Is Anything Impregnable? 


Once upon a time there were hundreds of 
towns whose citizens went to sleep at night con- 
fident that the great stone walls surrounding their 
homes were strong enough to hold off any enemy, 
Some even boasted that their towns were impreg- 
nuble. They were so proud, so houghty in their 
strength, 

And then someone developed «artillery Pow- 
erful cannon that could be hauled easily from 
place to place, insiguificant in size when coim- 
pared with great fortresses and walled cities, ush- 
ered in a new xuge. 

There are business men today who boast of 
their security. They, too, are haughty and confi- 
dent in their strength. They may even boast that 
they are impregnable. Yet all the time they are in 
danger of being wiped out by some new _ idea, 
some new fashion, some change in the thinking 
of millions. 

The world is filled with change. All of us, 
no matter what our businesses, are like walkers 
tight ropes. To keep our balance we must 
watch our step, keep alert, take notice of the 
shifting wind—-keep open eyes and open minis. 
The crowd down there cheering us may desert 
almost without warning for a new attraction, leav- 
ing us with our balancing pole on a tight rope 
high in the air —very much alone.

Independence of the press in 
Alberta, with its use os an un- 
responsible organ of government.

What Does Control of 
Credit Actually Mean? 


By W. M. DAVIDSON 


Changes come so rapidly and 
frequently in Alberta provincia 
affairs that a writer must be pre- 
pared to find his comments out- 
of-date before they get to the 
readcrs. The Supreme Court’ of 
Canada may hand down its: de- 
vision on the limit of Alberta 
jurisdictiou and. the censtitution- 
ality of Alberta legislation before 
thesé words are read. 
judgments may” alter conditions 
very greatly. 

However, this much may be 
said about the immediate future: 

1, If the Supreme Court of 
Canada endorses the’ contention 
of the Canadian Government then 
the Province of Alberta has not 
moved one foot nearer basic divi- 
dends than it was when the Gov- 
ernment ,took office in \1935. 

2. If the Supreme Court de- 
cides in favor of. the Province, 
then the Government may impose 
the enormous taxation it has lev- 
ied on the banks, commandeer 
large volumes of space in Alber- 
ta newspapers , without paying 
anything for the service and the 
white paper, and pass any legi- 
slation its ienivaae desire with- 
out-any check from any outside 
hody. Even with such powers, 
Alberta will not be muck nearer 
basic dividends, ;with $25 a month 
for all adults, than it was at the 
beginning. 

The promise of basic dividends 
is not stressed so much by Mr. 
Aberhart or other Government 
speakers, 

Could Not-Grant Dividends 

My basic contention always. has 
been (1) That the Province could 
not grant basic dividends as Mr. 
Aberhart promised because of 
limited jurisdiction and (2) That 
it could not supply basic divi- 
dends for plain economic reasons, 
even if it had full sovereignty. 

The decision of the Supreme 
Court should be at least a partial 
answer to the first contention. , 

Since the coming of the Doug- 
las experts we have been hearing 
much more about Government 
control of credit than about Basic 
Dividends. Now, in plain lang- 
uage, what does Government con- 
trol of credit mean? The Gov- 
ernment supporters are never 
sufficiently definite for the ob- 
tuse reader or listener. 

The obvious meaning is that 
the Government would take over 
complete ownership or full con- 
trol of the banks. such as the 
governments in Italy, Germany 
and Japan have already done. So 
far as I can learn, no nation I 
lave mentioned is supplying the 
people with Basic Dividends and 
other favors, such as Mr. Aber- 
hart promised to Alberta. 


Just Supposing— 

Suppose the Government, hav- 
ing full power, should take over 
all the banks and do the bank- 
ing business as a government en- 
terprise? Would the people be 
profited by such a policy? 

1. The Government, if 
cessful in such a venture, might 
save for the people the profits 
which the banks are now making 
from the banking business in Al- 
herta. I do not know just what 
the profits are, but I am very 
certain that the entire profits of

Those, 


all the banks on all the business 
in Alberta for a year would not 
pay hasie dtvidends such as Mr. 
Aberhart promised for much 
more than one day. 


2. Would the Government im- 
prove banking conditions? I 
doubt it. Banks sre run by men 
who have had long training and 
the work is somewhat. technical. 
Banks have keen competition 
among: themselves: »* I. question 
very much if Alberta banking 
would be greatly improved if 
placed in the hands of Mr. Aber- 
hari, Mr. Fallow and Mr. Man- 
ning. It certainly would not he 
greatly bettered if these gentle- 
men proceeded on the lines of 
banking practices as adepted in 
Britain and other solvent nations. 

3. But would they be limited 
to any such lines of banking 
practice? Would they not intro- 
duce something new, something 
that these century-old banking 
establishments have overlooked, 
which would completely revolu- 
tionize finance and enable Alber- 
ta to pay basic dividends of $25 
a month (or perhaps $75 a month) 
when we got the system well 
under way? 

That is the point. Can they? 

Has Three Reasons 

I have three reasons fcr ques- 
tioning their ability to achieve 
any such a miracle. ‘ 

1. They have never given any 
definite explanation which many 
persons cen understand, or their 
method of bringing this new Uto- 
pia into heing. Apart*from Major 
Douglas, whose financial disser- 
tations, are understood by very 
few, we have Mr. Aberhart, a 
successful school teacher for 
many years. Surely he should be 
able to enlighten us so that the 
dumbest of us could see the light.
